The 20-day battle for Attu ends in com- 
plete victory for our forces: The Japs have 
been wiped out on that icy, fog-bound outpost 

f United States territory. It was a hard and 
bitter struggle, with cold and wet and thick 
fog almost worse enemies for the fighting 
than the Japs themselves. 

When the full story of Attu is known it 
undoubtedly, reveal fighting as heroic as 
performed by American forces in this 
It was, in any event, fighting under the 

conditions imaginable. 

Now that Attu has fallen, we can take ad- 
vantage of the air landing strip painfully and 
laboriously carved out of the rock by the Japs. 
It, will be our planes, not theirs, to use this 
strip. And, frém there, our planes can “soften” 
> the Japs on Kiska, their last foothold on Amer- 
ican soil. Then, Kiska will be cleared of the 
monkey men and we shall be one step nearer 
the day when we can grind Japan proper into 
the dust of ‘abject surrender. 

In the meantime, the ice and the winds of 
the Aleutian islands will quickly fumigate Attu 
of the contamination it has known and, even- 
tually, do the same purifying job for Kiska. 
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Benefit of Rationing 

The old saw about -an ill wind seems to 
apply in the case of food rationing. According 
to statisticians of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company, the rationing of foods can 
result in important health benefits. They 
base their optimism on what has been ac- 
complished in England.

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Official Faux Pas 


An item of news that sounds like a hoax, 
but nevertheless an authentic fact, conveys 
information there is a city of 7,000 inhabitants 
in the United States where it is required that 
a married couple must obtain Uncle Sam’s 
consent to have a baby.

It is and has been from the 
start a model and prosperous community, and 
likely would not have been brought into the 
lime light at this time and in the manner 
above noted, but forythe fact it is located not 
too far from some farge war-work industries. 
Housing in that. area is at a premium and 
householders of Greenbelt started earning a 
few extra dollars by taking in roomers and 
sometimes entire families. 

Fearful that the basic idea-of the model 
city was going to be lost in this influx of out- 
siders some federal official got outa new lease 
that goes into effect immediately, one clause 
of which reads: 

“The tenant’ agrees to notify the govern- 
ment of any change in the composition of his 
household. Additional members shall not be 
permitted occupancy of the premises except 
with the written permission of the govern- 
ment.” 

Greenbelt officials scout the idea that the 
clause will be enforced against the advent 
of babies, but jittery expectants are fearful 
their requests might be referred to some red- 
tape official in Washington who would call 
attention to the letter of the agreement, and 
refuse sanction. And then again permission 
might be obtained for the arrival of one baby, 
and the stork, knowing nothing about federal 
regulations, might bring two.

EQUAL RATES—NOT SUBSIDIES 
(From The Brunswick News.) 

The members of the National Resources Plan- 
ning Board proposed that after the war the gov- 
ernment take steps to bring about “a more de- 
sirable regional distribution” of manufacturing 
by retaining selected plants built for war pur- 

‘poses and by implanting manufacturing enter- 
prises in “new industrial areas” by grants of 
public. funds or other financial aid. 

The south and Georgia might be expected to 
profit from such a program, but government sub- 
sidies to stimulate manufacturing would not after 
all provide the surest foundation for well-rounded 
industrial development and growth. Nor should 
the federal government be in the position, on 
the one hand, of providing subsidies to promote 
industry in the south, and, on the other hand, 
setting up barriers to the free and vigorous 
growth of southern industry. 

The great need of southern industry for years 
has been freight rates that would permit its 
manufacturers to share the markets of the nation 
on equal terms with northern and eastern manu- 
facturers in the matter of transportation costs. 

Equalizing of freight rates by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission would mean infinitely 
more to Georgia and the south in terms of in- 
dustrial development than the implanting here 
and there of a subsidized plant.

So ex- 
tensive were these efforts that the British name was brought into 
disrepute for placation and appeasement. 

German occupation of the Saar region was permitted, Czecho- 
Slovakia was sacrificed and other concessions to peace were made. 
The British were even prepared to settle-the Polish question on a 
basis acceptable to Hitler. At a further cost to their pride. they 
were willing to grant a return of most or all of the colonies taken 
away from Germany after the last war. 


INSATIABLE APPETITE But the Hitler appetite was in- 


satiable. Each concession brought 
forth some new demand, although he had publicly stated after 
Munich that Czecho-Slovakia was the last territorial demand he 
had to make on Europe. 

The cold truth of it was, as Britain and France were finally 
made to realize, Hitler had quietly built up the greatest military 
machine the world had ever known and his hands were itching to 
use it. What he was after was the glory no less than the fruits 
of conquest. 

Without resorting to war he might have made the German 
nation the most powerful military and economic force in Europe. 
In view of what is now jin sight for him his choosing war to ac- 
complish his ends must be marked down, as Mr. Churchill says, 
as his greatest diplomatic blunder.

take came when he 


overrode the German high command and decided to strike down 
France after the break-through at Sedan instead of launching an 
invasion of England, which had been previously planned. Britain 
was extremely vulnerable at that time, with most of her armored 
divisions in France. Had she been knocked out the whole course 
of the war would have been changed. 

France would still have been an easy prey afterward, and a 
year later when he moved against Russia there would have been 
no hampering force in Africa or across the English channel. 

The Russian invasion, of course, has come to be regarded as 
his greatest blunder. Unprovoked and unnecessary, it has proved 
to be the costliest of the Hitler mistakes, measured in the tol 
taken of German lives and the staggering loss of military equip- 
ment. In the end it will greatly simplify his undoing. 


GAVE RUSSIA TIME By playirg his cards slightly different, 


Hitler might have invaded Russia in 
the beginning instead of Poland and found his efforts crowned 
with success. England and France would not have opposed such 
a move, and Russia at that time was unprepared. 

By waiting from September, 1939, to June, 1941, he gave the 
Russians time to make their preparations. What the Soviets did 
in that period of some 20 months in getting ready for the possible 
treachery they saw ahead is now Known to all the»world. They 
could not have stood up against the Nazi hordes a year earlier. 

Had he moved against Russia first, it is more than possible, 
as most of our military leaders believe, Hitler could have ended 
the campaign in complete victory within a few months. — He still 
would have been free to turn on France and England with an 


overwhelming force. 
WORST BLUNDER But the final superb Hitlerite blunder 
is found at Pearl Harbor. In the end 
this will certainly be given an equal rank in importance. with the 
Russian invasion. Before he persuaded the Japs to strike at us 
in the Pacific our sympathies were with the non-Axis belligerents, 
but they were being expressed only to the extént of some $13,- 
000,000,000, which was the scope of our lend-lease aid. 

Since Pear) Harbor we have launched a program for spending 
100 billion dollars a year and are putting 10,000,000 men under 
arms. 

There is hardly any likelihood that we would have been drawn 
into the war soon without the Japanese attack, which showed it had 
its origin in Berlin no Jess than Tokyo by the fact that the Ger- 
mans declared war on us immediately afterward. We might have 
stepped up our lease-lend operations in time, but it would not have 
approached the figures now involved in our military expenditures.

DIFFERENT IN AFRICA Without our aid the British never 
would have been able to under- 


take the North African invasion. Indeed, /the reverse of what has 
taken place might have been true. Hitler/would have had it in his 
power to press on to Suez, giving him complete control of the Dark 
Continent. 

These are undoubtedly the high points of the Hitlerite blunders 
that were running through the prime minister’s mind the other day 
when he remarked somewhat cheerfully that the Fuehrer has cause 
to repent his mistakes.

The battalions that landed on 
Massacre bay made but 
progress, however, Jap machine 
guns and mortar fire holding them 
at tf entrance to the narrow, 
terraced pass from Massacre to 
Holtz bay. 

Two Pitched Battles. 

From the west,- however, the 
smaller force, led by a former Bis- 
marck, N. D.. accountant; Major 
Albert V. Hartl, went from the 
craggy little beach the Japs for- 
got right into the Holtz bay area. 

There were two pitched battles 
in Major Hartl’s advance. one on 
the ridge overlooking the west 
arms of the bay. 

Both battles were fought by in- 
fantry led by skinny. bespectacled 
Lieutenant Bill’ Davis, of Boze- 
man, Mont.. who stepped into 
command of the company after its 
captain was wounded.-in the chest. 

The boys called their battle- 
grounds Bloody Point and Mas- 
scre Ridge. Bloddy Point was 
fought Thursday. during a pro- 
tracted, foggy dawn. The com- 
pany had moved to the point over- 
looking the west arm of Holtz 
bay and Holtz valley on Wednes- 
day night. They dug into fox- 
holes during the night. occasienal- 
ly enswering the Jap snipers 
whose long barreled rifles showed 
no powder flesh. 

Artillery Duels. 

Artillery duels Wednesday 
night paved the way for an ad- 
vance into the valley itself.
